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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


I herewith submit my sixth annual report of the 
schools for the year ending Feb. 20, 1924. 

Our teaching force has been the best for many years. 
This is due in part to the increased wages, from $15 to 
$18 in the fall and winter terms. Most of the teachers 
have continued in the same school for the year and in 
the few cases where new teachers were engaged we have 
been fortunate in securing strong teachers. 

A number of teacher’s meetings have been held dur- 
ing the year and nothing has done more to stimulate in- 
terest among the teachers. These meetings have of- 
fered an opportunity to the teachers to get acquainted 
with each other and with the work that is being done 
in different parts of the town and a splendid spirit of 
rivalry has resulted. There has been a marked progress 
in all of the schools. 

In many of the schools sewing, drawing or manual 
training has been introduced, and the noon lunch has 
played an important part in the school progress during 
the latter part of the fall term and the winter term. At 
Thayer’s Corner a hot lunch has been sent in daily by 
some parent, while at the Lewis school and the Cowan © 


school food has been brought by the pupils and prepared 


by the teacher and pupils. I had opportunity a short 
time ago to eat at the West Sidney Sschool—hot baked 
beans and brown bread was the bill of fare and I found 
on inquiry that this was the regular dinner every Friday. 
That this effort on the part of the teachers is appreciated 
is evident by the cooperation of the parents and pupils. 
During the fall term districts No.9 and ‘No. 10 
united in giving a community supper at, the Cowan 
school house.. One hundred thirty of the parents, pupils 
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and citizens were present and were well fed. A commu- 
nity dinner was served to the parents and pupils at the 
Lewis school. 

An exhibit of our school work was shown at the 
local fair in October. Although teachers and pupils had 
very little time to prepare for this some fine work was 
on display and was much enjoyed by those present. 

During the cold weather this social work has been 
retarded but we shall continue our program at the be- 
ginning of the spring term. 


CONSOLIDATION 


I wish again to call your attention to this matter of 
school consolidation. Each year new complications 
arise which make the old one room school system less 
efficient and bring home to us the need of a system of 
two room schools. 

The distribution of school hildsen is very uneven. 
One school may contain thirty five pupils with five or 
six grades, while another has the same number of grades 
but half as many scholars. If conditions in the smaller 
school are not standard what can be said of the larger 
school? Again the school population of the several dis- 
tricts is constantly changing and no sooner is a school 
established than the location of this school or some other 
should be changed to meet the needs of this shifting 
population. 

Then to, the condition of the school buildings is 
something which should receive immediate attention. 
Practically all of our buildings are more or less out of 
repair. Some of them so much so that they are a menace 
to the health of the children. 

If we are not going to build new to meet the present 
and future needs we ought to begin at once’on a program 
of repair of the old buildings, of which there are ten in 
number. 

We installed chemical closets at the howe Farm 
school at an approximate cost of $300°and this has re- 
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lieved a condition in this school which should not have 
been tolerated in any district. 

Personally I believe it will cost less in the end to 
build new than to repair the old buildings. We should 
then have an up-to-date system, one that would serve 
the town for many years and certainly the consolidated 
school offers much better advantages to the pupils. After 
the initial cost of the building and equipment the run- 
ning expense will not be greater than at present.. 

THE SCHOOL STANDARD 

A word in regard to the standard of our schools and 
the standing of the pupils. It is sometimes difficult to 
measure the efficiency of a school system especially in 
the small towns. Yet when pupils graduate from our 
grades and enter the school system of a city or larger 
town it is then possible to judge with a fair degree of 
accuracy pupil’s standing. 

One encouraging feature of our schools is that near- 
ly 100% of the pupils who complete the work of our 
schools enter a secondary school in some other town. 

We have pupils attending the secondary school at 
Waterville, Augusta, Oak Grove, Oakland and Belgrade. 
All of these pupils are doing creditable work and many 
of them stand high in their classes. One thing I per- 
sonally know is that the pupils who attend Oakland high 
from the town of Sidney, rank among the first in morals 
and clean habits, two characteristics which are vital to a 
successful school life. 


TERE SCHOOL CALENDAR 

The committee at the September meeting voted to 
make the fall term of school fifteen weeks and the winter 
term seven weeks. This was done so that the spring 
term might be shortened to eight weeks thus avoiding 
much of the bad traveling over the muddy roads. This 
program has been carried out except in districts No. 8 
and No. 2 where the schools closed on account of whoop- 
ing cough. — 
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'I have always felt that it would be to the advantage 
of the pupils as well as a financial saving to the town 
to begin the schools earlier in the fall. If the term be- 
gan by the middle of August, the schools could close 
after two ten week terms by Jan. 1. 

I am sure this arrangement would make for a better 
attendance, less sickness and inconvenience in the home 
and the school expense would be reduced to the mini- 
mum.
